A letter 
was read from Mr. Allegretti, of West Berke- 
ley, regarding his process, and Mr. Slowe, 
of the Riverside Inter-ocean Cold Storage 
Company, made a statement of his methods. 
A committee appointed gave a careful ex- 
amination of the last-named method, and
